As pre- 
viously mentioned in last month’s edi- 
tion this is unfortunately delaying 
progress. We are doing all we can to 
move this project forward. 
Footpath — Tennis Court 
Due to concems raised by parents it 
was agreed, at our meeting held on 19 
October, that the Parish Council will 
look into the cost of widening the new 
footpath, which previously replaced the 
slabbed path leading to the rear of the 
School.

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This month I 
would like to suggest 
some sensible pre- 
cautions towards 
personal safety. 

Fit a door chain 
and use it every time you answer the 
door. 

Be wary of unknown callers, includ- 
ing women and children - burglars do 
not always look like burglars. 

Criminals may try to distract you with 
a plausible excuse while an accomplice 
steals your property. Excuses could 
range from a child who claims to have 
lost a pet or a ball and wants to come 
in and have a look around your garden, 
to a caller asking for a drink of water 
or to use the toilet. 

Also beware of people who say that 
you might havea problem with gas/elec- 
tricity/water etc. and they want to come 
in and check your premises. 

ALWAYS ask to see identification 
and, if in the slightest doubt about any 
caller, telephone their organisation for 
confirmation- shutting and locking your 
door whilst making the call. If you are 
still uncertain, send them away. Ifit is 
important, genuine callers will be pre- 
pared to return when you have arranged 
for a friend or neighbour to be present. 

If you need to pay someone at the 
door keep the chain on/shut and lock 
the door whilst fetching the money. Do 
not bring a purse or a wallet to the door. 

Never leave a key under a mat or 
stone, in a flowerpot, or ona piece of 
string through a letterbox. 

ALWAYS close all doors and win- 
dows, even if you are just popping out 
for a minute. 

If you are going out for the evening, 
draw the curtains and leave at least one 
light on, maybe a radio as well.

A Short History of 


Bar Hill (Part 4) 

Copyright Roger Hall 
From acommunity point of view, Bar 
Hill’s success story continued. The last 
of Bar Hill’s community buildings took 
shape, a branch library in its rightful 
place near the school gates. The Vil- 
lage Hall and Social Club provided a 
focus for recreational and leisure activi- 
ties in the village, and, like the Church 
Centre and school, were hives of ac- 
tivity throughout the week. In 1982, 
over 40 organisations held meetings on 
aregular basis. Several football teams, 
a cricket club, tennis club, karate, golf 
and sports club (at the Hotel), netball 
and ladies keep fit were among the 
sporting organisations in the village. 
During the decade, the population 
reached 5,000, with an increasingly 
broadening age range. The number of 
children at the school reached 300. The 
Pre-school Playgroup, originating back 
in 1967, had reached numerical satu- 
ration point before the Sunshine Play- 
group opened early in the decade. 
Happy Hours, a rejuvenated youth club 
for older members of the community 
(the over 55s!) was founded, and 
quickly became established with its 
regular Monday lunches, day-trips, and 

week-long holiday excursions.

The 1990s started with a celebration 
of God and finished with one of mam- 
mon. By the end of the 1980s, the con- 
gregation of Bar Hill Church had out- 
grown the Church Centre. A large new 
church, over three times the size, was 
planned, and in 1991 opened with a 
fanfare of praise, attended by members 
of the original participating churches (the 
Anglican, Methodist, United Reformed, 
Baptist, and the Society of Friends) and 
the Roman Catholic Church. In 1997, 
Bar Hill was thirty years old and marked 
it with a week-long series of events. 
Those residents who had been in the 
village for much of this time could look 
back with feelings of achievement and 
satisfaction. The Residents’ Associa- 
tion, which had had its inaugural meet-

Originally announced in 1992, plans 
ebbed and flowed between Tesco, the 
Parish Council, Bar Hill residents and 
the District Council. Finally once again, 
the centre of the village is a gigantic
